Reports on the smallpox outbreak at Key West, Fla. 


Key WEsT, FLA., June 30, 1896. 


Sir: * * * Jn regard to the appearance of smallpox at this place, 
I am unable at the present time to trace the source of the disease. Care- 
ful inquiry just now fails to connect the cases with Habana or Cuba, 
either in individuals themselves or through baggage of passengers. The 
cases as far as found have been amongst the colored Bahama population, 
and with the exception of an infant male, the female sex have been the 
sufferers. 

There has been quite a number of cases of varicella among white 
children during the past months, amounting to almost a mild epidemic. 
I saw a case two months ago in a mulatto boy quite plainly recognizable. 
Dr. Sweeting and Dr. Guitéras, I am informed, have both seen cases of 
this eruptive disease in both black and white, but to last Wednesday, 
24th instant, they assure me that they had seen nothing that they could 
diagnosticate as variola. * * * 

The cases that I have discovered are located in different sections of 
the city, and with but one exception in the colored quarter of the town, 
and are all of the negro element of population. An interesting feature 
of this outbreak is that all of the cases when discovered could be desig- 
nated as ‘‘old ones ;”’ that is to say, with the stage of vesiculation and 
pustulation well developed, and ranging from the 9th day of the disease, 
calculating from the period of initial fever to the 30th day, when des- 
quamation was nearly completed. Again, these cases are located in a 
dense center of negro population, with houses closely packed together, 
with no restrictions on communication, and an environment inviting a 
rapid spread, yet I have only discovered 6 cases, with detective force 
employed to aid me. That the case which died on the 26th and the 
woman now sick on Thomas street have unmistakable variola I think 
there can be no doubt, at least there was no disagreement between 
Dr. Guiteras, Dr. Sweeting, and myself on the subject ; neither is there 
any doubt in my mind now about the other cases, although at first visit

the case of the infant boy admitted of some dispute (the case being mild, 
with no temperature) until his sister was seen, which cleared up all 
doubt. Upon discovering the cases, isolation, with guards over the 
premises, was immediately enforced, and the matter prompthy reported 
to the municipal authorities, requesting action in removing the cases 
and segregating the exposed. In the absence of a pesthouse on the 
island, or tents to use in this way, this isolation had to be enforced at 
the homes of the sick. Aneffort was made by me to procure tents from 
the United States barracks at this place, which, at first granted, was 
the next day refused by the War Department. It was intended to use 
the two hospital and two wall tents, for which request had been 
made of the military, for a nucleus for a camp until added to and enlarged 
when those loaned by you should arrive. The municipal government 
of Key West was immediately apprised of the gravity of the situa- 
tion, and appealed to for both moral and physical cooperation with the 
State health authority in measures to prevent a spread of smallpox, 
and especially asked to pass and enforce an ordinance of compulsory 
vaceinetion. The ordinance was passed on its first reading this morn- 
ing. 

I have placed a surveillance over travel from Key West to the extent 
that passengers must exhibit either satisfactory evidence of vaccination 
or be vaccinated before taking passage on any of the steamers or sail 
vessels, and the baggage of second-class passengers or those not exempted 
on the face of the certificate will be left at the Tampa Bay Quarantine 
Station for sterilization. This requirement is being observed by the 
agents of the steam and sail lines. 

The weather is hot and dry and it is hoped may prove a potent factor 
in aiding the suppression and prevention of a spread of the disease. 

' I shall inform you from time to time of the progress of events in these 
cases.

Nore.—In response to a request from the State health officer of Flor- 
ida for tents in which to isolate the suspects, and for the detail of an 
officer of this Service to assist him, 25 tents have been shipped and 
Passed Assistant Surgeon J. H. White, U.S. M. H.S., has been ordered 
to Key West to assume charge of the isolation camp and to cooperate 
with the State authorities in the suppression of the outbreak. 


KEY WEstT, FLA., July 3, 1896. 


Srr: Confirming my telegram of to-day, I have the honor to state 
that the interstate quarantine regulations are being complied with by 
the local health authorities in this city, with exception of article 3, 
latter part of section 5, which directs that the bodies of the deceased 
shall not be transported except in hermetically sealed coffins. There 
has been, so far, but 1 fatal case. The body was wrapped in sheets 
soaked in bichloride of mercury solution, placed in a tarred coffin and 
interred in the cemetery by employees of the board of health. 

I further beg to report that no new focus of the disease has been dis- 
covered since the appearance of the first 3 cases. 

I inclose herewith copy of an ordinance passed to-day by the board 
of commissioners of the municipality of the city of Key West, relative 
to compulsory vaccination.

CIRCULAR NO, 70.—An ordinance to protect public health. 


Be it ordained by the president and board of city commissioners of the municipality of the 
city of Key West, in session convened : 


SECTION 1. That whenever in the opinion of the city health officer it becomes necessary 
to prevent an epidemic of smallpox, he shall, with his assistants, make a free house-to- 
house vaccination of all the inhabitants of the city over two years of age who have not 
been properly vaccinated. It shall be the duty of the city health officer to keep on hand 
pure animal virus at all times, and to vaccinate all persons who apply for free vacci- 
nation, without charge. Any person who has not been properly vaccinated, and refuses 
to be vaccinated or to cause his or her children or wards to be vaccinated when they 
have not been properly vaccinated shall be fined or imprisoned according to section 3 of 
this ordinance. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of every teacher or person having charge of any school in 
the city of Key West, within thirty days from the opening of such school, to furnish the 
city health officer with a correct roster of the teachers and pupils of such school and a 
list of those remaining unvaccinated at the end of each month, and it shall be the duty 
of the city health officer and his assistants to visit all schools in the city each month, 
and to vaccinate all teachers and pupils who have not been properly vaccinated, free of 
charge. 

Sec. 3. All persons violating any section of this ordinance or refusing or failing to 
comply with the same shall, upon conviction thereof, before the police justice, be fined 
not less than five nor more than one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned 1h the city jail 
not less than five nor more than thirty days. 

Sec. 4. All ordinances, or parts of ordinances conflicting with this ordinance or any 
of its provisions are hereby repealed. 


KEY WEsT, FLA., July 8, 1896. 
Sir: I have the honor to make the following report of the status of 
the smallpox epidemic in this city: 
Up to and including July 7, there have been 24 cases of the disease, 
3 of which have resulted fatally. In the past two days 2 cases have 
been found in a part of the town hitherto uninfected. All foci of infee- 
tion are being guarded. Compulsory vaccination is being rapidly 
pushed. The state board of health will commence to-day the construc- 
tion of a pesthouse in the outskirts of the city. The disease seems to 
be spreading very slowly, and it is hoped that it may not assume grave 
proportions. The tents have not yet arrived, but are expected to-day.

Rio DE JANEIRO, June 16, 1896. 

Sir: I have the honor to transmit report for the week ended June 
13, 1896 : 

There were 2 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease of 2; 7 from 
yellow fever, a decrease of 5; 5 from smallpox, an increase of 1; 11 
from beriberi, an increase of 4; 2 from enteric fever, a decrease of 2; 
56 from tuberculosis, an increase of 10, and 1 from influenza. 

The health of the port is fair, and I have heard of only 1 or 2 cases of 
infectious disease amongst the shipping, and none on board ships 
bound for the United States.

Good health generally prevails except that in some localities in Canton 
and inthe province of Kwang-Tung, the plague has caused many deaths. 
In Canton the plague is believed to have abated considerably, and by 
August probably it will be burned out **by summer heat,’’ as was the 
case in 1894, 


CUBA. 


‘ellow fever and smallpox at Cuban seaports. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 4, 18%. 

Sir: I have the honor of submitting the following report on the sani- 
tary condition of Santiago de Cuba for the week ended Saturday, July 
4: Yellow fever, 9 deaths; smallpox, 41; typhoid fever, 1; remittent 
fever, 5; diarrhea, 6; dysentery, 10, and the rest of the deaths from com- 
mon diseases not contagious or infectious, making a total of 90 deaths 
for the week. 

Smallpox is taking a most virulent form, and the number of cases 
increases daily. Yellow fever has also taken a malignant character, and 
all the eases end fatally, at present. Dysentery is causing many deaths, 
and malaria is fearfully severe among the children, many of whom die 
from the pernicious form of intermittent fever. 

I believe that I forgot to mention that 80 per cent of the smallpox cases 
are in nonvaccinated colored people, and that they are completely 
opposed to being vaccinated while the epidemic rages, from fear of 
catching the disease. 

The government will make vaccination compulsory now, and physi- 
cians appointed for that purpose will go from house to house, vaccinating 
and revaccinating.

The reports from the following fu and ken, returned in my last as 
infected, are incomplete, though in all the disease is still present and, in 
most, increasing: Chiba Ken, Fukushima Ken, Gifu Ken, Gumma 
Ken, Hiogo Ken, Kanagawa Ken, Nagano Ken, Okayama Ken, Shid- 
zuoka Ken, Tochigi Ken, Tokyo Fu, Osaka Fu, Kioto Fu. 

The kens of Shiga and Niigata have also been invaded by spirillum 
fever since my last report. 

Plague.—Plague still exists as an epidemic of a not very extensive 
character in the island of Formosa, and there only, within the limits of 
this Empire. Statistics are, however, entirely wanting.

This island has been quarantined by some of the neighboring islands 
for a supposed outbreak of yellow fever, but the chief medical officer 
here is issuing clean bills of health, the only disease thereon noted being 
measles, which is in an epidemic form. At present I know of no cases 
of fever of any sort in town, but there have been 5 deaths from fever 
during the last three weeks, which the chief medical officer calls ** bilious 
remittent,’’ the last death having taken place on Saturday, the 27th ult. 


MEXICO, 


Sanitary report from Tampico. 


TAMPICO, MEXICO, July 6, 1896. 
Sir: I had the honor to respond to your cablegram: ** No semblance 
of yellow fever here. Perfectly healthy.’’ Llagain repeat the statement 
frequently made, ** No yellow fever here since 1878."’ This assertion is 
made by reliable persons. My personal observation does not extend 
beyond November, 1893. 
Death reports, 1896.—January, 53; February, 42; Mareh, 50; April, 


50; May, 48; June, 44. Population, 12,000. 

Official statement for May.—Fitteen deaths, children under 4 years, 6 of 
whom were under 4 months; 2 deaths from smallpox; 16 deaths from 
consumption ; 4, malarial fever; 6, general causes; total, 43. 

Fully one-half of the deaths were persons who did not have medical 
attendance. More than three-quarters of the population are Indians, 
mixed breeds, who place their reliance in herbs, many of whom have 
never taken a dose of medicine as we understand the term. 

I can not obtain detailed reports for June for a few days vet. 

Monthly reports are obtainable about 15th of each month, as they are 
made to the municipality.

TURKEY. 
Sanitary report of Turkey. 
[Report No. 154.] 


CONSTANTINOPLE, June 24, 1896. 
Sir: Pilgrims coming back from the Hedjaz are arriving in Constanti- 
nople. There are about 4,000 who have already arrived in good health. 
The sanitary news received from the different provinces of the Turkish 
Empire is good. The epidemics which prevailed in the districts of 
Marash and Zeitum, in Western Armenia, and which were a cousequence 
of the massacres which have occurred in those places, as well as in all 
Asia Minor, have nearly disappeared. The physicians who have been 
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sent to these places by the American Mission under the presidency of 
Miss Barton have already come back. 

From Diarbekir we received contradictory sanitary news. The sani- 
tary physician states that public health in Diarbekir is good. On the 
contrary, the French sanitary commissioner stated in yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the international sanitary commission that according to consular 
reports spotted typhus is raging there. 

No news from Bitlis, from which place it was announced two weeks 
ago that bubonic plague had made its appearance among the troopmen 
of Hamidieh cavalry. 

Cholera is declining in the two large towns of Egypt—in Alexandria 
and Cairo—but it spreads in the other towns and villages. In Alexan- 
dria, for instance, the largest number of cholera deaths occurred on the 
20th instant, viz, 6. In Cairo, on the 15th instant, the number of 
cholera deaths was 16, but on the 16th, 17th, 18th, and 19th instants the 
number was 11 and 10 cholera deaths per day. In the other localities 
of Egypt the number of deaths reached 150 per day. 

In Constantinople public health is rather good. There are always 
some cases of measles, scarlet fever, and smallpox, some of which prove 
fatal.

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GREAT Britatn—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 


great towns of England and Wales during the week ended June 27 cor- ° 


respond to an annual rate of 16.9 a thousand of the aggregate popula- 
tion, which is estimated at 10,846,971. The highest rate was reeorded 
in Liverpool, viz, 23.3 and the lowest in Norwich, viz, 8.6 a thousand. 

London.—One thousand three hundred and seventy deaths were regis- 
tered during the week, including smallpox, 13; measles, 79; searlet fever, 
15; diphtheria, 37 ; whooping cough, 60; enteric fever, 5, and diarrhea 
and dysentery, 89. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 16.2a thousand. In greater London 1,758 deaths were registered, 
corresponding to an annual rate of 14.8 a thousand of the population. 
In the *‘outer ring’ the deaths included 7 from diphtheria, 29 from 
measles, 20 from whooping cough, and 4 from searlet fever. 

Treland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended June 27 in the 16 principal town dis- 
tricts of Ireland was 24.2 a thousand of the population.
